Re. THE COINAGE OF THE MEXICAN REVOLUTIONISTS. 


Allow me to inform you that I am a dealer of 
Mexican revolutionary coins, perhaps the only one in Mexico; 
therefore, frequently some of the local collectors ask me 
if I can secure copies of your valuable book on revolutionary 
coins, which so far is the best authority in the matter. 


In view of the above, I would ask you if you 
care to appoint me your Mexican representative for the sale 
of said book. I have no idea as to how many books I might be 
able to sell, but I can safely say that they will be from 25 
to 50 within say six months. I realize that this is not very 
good business for you, but I am constantly arousing interest 
here in Mexico along this hobby and suppose enor Lae number 
of collectors will materially increase.

On the other hand I suppose that outside of Mr. 
Hill, of San Francisco, there is no body else in the States to 
supply the needs of collectors, and though it is true that Mr. 
Hill comes here once a year and he usually buys from me all the 
rarities that I am able to dig out for him during the year, some 
times I feel he does not buy enough to supply the U.S. demand 5 
hence, if I am not asking too much,of your kindness, would ask 
you to give me a list of the Mexican Revolutionary Coin collectors 
so that I can get in touch with them (especially those of the Fast) 
directly. Suppose Mr. Hill supplies the collectors of the West par- 
ticularly. | 


AS a matter of fact I have been rather pressed by 
a number of Mexican collectors to publish a catalog of the re- 
volutionary coins in Spanish; but you know perfectly well that 
it does not pay to do so, unless the publication is backed by 
some big organization and here in Mexico it is hard to obtain 
such backing. Useless to say that I have gathered quite a lot 
of valuable information on the subject, for I have made over thirty 
special trips to places where the coins were made, and really do 
not know what I am going to do about it. Frankly speaking one of 
the most expensive items is the question of the plates. The cut of

Dear Mr. Wood:- 


In accordance with the wishes expressed in your 
letter of recent date, a few days ago I sent you a couple of 
the booklets "Historical Notes on Coins of the Mexican Revol- 
ution". They just came off the press and I regret to say 
that although the illustrations came out much better than in 
the first booklet, still there are quite a number of typo- 
graphical errors, which I beg of you to overlook. 


From the time elapsed since I thought it was go- 
ing to be ready, you will easily realize that most of the dif- 
ficulties encountered have been on the part of the cuts. You 
have no idea of the work I have had in getting nice clear 
cuts here in Mexico. As a matter of fact the work was done 
several times before anything passable was obtained. 


Of course, you can about imagine all the criticism 
I have received on account of the book being written in English. 
On the other hand there are very few active collectors in this 
country and the expense of writing anything in Spanish is not 
justified. You even told me some time ago that even in English 
it would not pay, and I know that is absolutely true. Neverthe- 
less I wanted to do something in behalf of numismatics and I 
have accomplished it. 


Now I am seriously considering publishing something 
in Spanish, more or less on the same style, but containing all 
the illustrations which appear in your book and my notes and the 
only thing that holds me back is the idea of the illustrations 
contained in your book. Could it possible for you to lend me 
for a certain consideration those cuts. I am only thinking of 
making a small number of booklets, say about 200 or 300 and 
really the expense of having those cuts made destroys my plans. 
My idea is to show all the coins so far known, medals and give 

‘lists both of the paper and cardboard money of the revolution. 


Please let me hear from you at an early date, so 
that I can decide whether to go ahead with the work or forget 
about it.
